Thirteen of the "eonacientious ob- 
jeeton" whd have been statkmed 

at the Lincoln Division h.'ive been 
transferred to the liuarterninsters 
Corps of the local camp and ten 
others have been assigned to the 
base hoepital for duty. These men 
have atated that they would not 
serve in the army in the capacity of 
fighter-^, liut would do such wnrk 
that (lid not aid in causing the 
death of their fellow men. The of- 
ficers have given them various du- 
ties at the camp and have assigned 
them to what are known as the non 
combatant forces f»f the National 
Army. Thes<' men have said that 
they had no "conscientious objec- 
tions" against serving in the Quar- 
termaster Corpe or with the hoqiit" 
al forces. 

The ahove di-nn-it ii ,n of I'ic-e per- 
sons whose religion prevents them 
frum taking that which they cannot 
give, speaks much for our Qovern- 
ment. The pilgrims came to Ply- 
inoutli, Mass., in I(»2() to escape re- 
hgious opi)ression, and since then 
this country has given its p('o[)lc 
religious liberty. The Quaker is al- 
so a notable character in our coun- 
try's early history as non-helipvers 
in W!ir. They never had tr(»ul)le 
with the Indians, even during the 
French and Indian wars, history 
r(H^ords that not a drop of Quaker 
blood was shed. 

Christian people owe much to 
their country for this religious lib- 
erty which today is not enjoyed in 
many other countries, for in some 
places the conscientious objector is 
punished by disfranchisement. Not- 
withstan<liiiK some sad neglects of 
our (lovernment, we hav(> still the 
lH!st country in which to live on the 
earth, and is well worth fighting 
for, which method of fighting ia put 
up to the good conscienoe of the 
soldier, be be a Christian after this 
manner of Chrjat or otherwiee.

New Order on Poultry. 

U. S. Food Adminisiratioii ivule 
No. 14, covering poultry dealers, 
which prohibited "Licensees be- 
tween February 11th and April 30th,

or freshly killed hens or |)ullets" 
has today been amended to end at 
midnight April 19th, 1918.
